December 2, Coldest Doy. 

December I, made a record 
Wednesday morning, when the 
thermometer at 7 o'clock regis- 
tered 16 degrees above zero, as 
officially civen ly the local 
weather bureau. This is the 
coldest weather for December 
since the establisment of the lo- 
cal station in 1871. The warmest 
weather on record for this date 
was in 18M, w hen the thermom- 
eter registered 58 degree- uhove 
zero. The mercury rose slowly 
from 14 degrees at 7 o'clock to 24 
degrees at noon. The W eather 
Bureau stated that the weather 
would continue cold Wednesday 
night and Thursday, with, if any- 
thing, a slight moderation. Fore- 
caster Noyes -tated that he did 
not think the cold had any ill ef- 
fect en wheat and rye, as the 
ground is dry and the frost had 
little chance to get to the roots 
of tin- grains.— Lexington Lead-
